I have the honor to submit, for the information of His Excellency 
the Governor-in-Chief, the Agricultural and Live Stock Statistics for the year ending 
dist March, 1862—Season, 1861-2. 


The information contained in the annexed tables is of the same detailed nature 
as that published last year, and has been procured in a similar manner. The Collectors 
engaged in this duty were chosen from numerous applicants as being the best qualified 
for its careful and correct performance, having been similarly employed on several 
previous occasions, or being intimately acquainted with the localities the returns for 
which they were appointed to collect. Those from the outer districts were collected 
by the mounted police, under the supervision of the Inspectors, by which correctness 
and economy have been secured. This Report has, however, been delayed for several 
weeks from the non-receipt of the Returns from one of those districts—the police trooper, 
having been called away on urgent police duty, failing to complete the collection until 
long after the time prescribed. 


The Abstracts having been submitted in each case to the Chairman of the 
District Council for a certificate of the general correctness of the Returns for 
the respective districts (a requisite prior to payment to any Collector for his services), 
and the Schedules, &c., having been carefully checked in this office, the information 
given may be considered as reliable. Jt cannot, however, be too often impressed 
upon the public mind that the value of these Statistics, compiled with great 
labor and cost, very much depends upon the individual correctness of each Return, 
which can only be secured by the persons themselves engaged in agricultural and 
pastoral pursuits bestowing care in filling up the blank Schedules delivered at their 
residences, or affording full information to the Collectors to enable them to do so. Every 
year this difficulty will lessen, as the country settlers become more familiar with 
the mode of collection, and experience the advantages resulting from the dissemination 
of reliable information upon subjects in which they themselves are most deeply interested, 
and by which the commercial and general public are at the same time greatly benefitted. 


Comparison has been facilitated by adhering to the boundaries of the districts 
adopted at the Census of 1861. The relative progression or otherwise of agricultural 
operations since that date in each District Council, as well as in each County, is thus 
readily -ascertainable. In Table VI. will be found a comparative statement of the 
average yield and total produce of the wheat crop in each County during the past two 
seasons. 

During the year ended 31st December, 1861, 147,071 acres of country and suburban 
land were purchased from the Crown, making a total of 2,379,048 acres so alienated on 
that date; or 18°2 acres per head of the population, against 17:6 acres per head in 


December, 1860, and 15:1 acres in 1856. 
The 
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The extent of enclosed Jand in March, 1862, is returned as 1,874,827 acres, against 
1,579,992 acres in the previous season ; or an increase of nineteen percent. Land fenced 
in but not cultivated, amounted to 1,388,160 acres, and exceeded the enclosed pasturage 
of the previous year by 236,984 acres. The extensive enclosure of sheep runs, 
whether on purchased or unalienated land, formed the subject of remark in my 
last Report, and in several Counties the area enclosed has been largely added 
to during the past year. More than 900 square miles of pasturage is now enclosed 
in the South-Eastern District alone. 


The number of acres of land under cultivation in the season 1861-2 was 486,667, 
against 428,816 acres in the previous season—an augmentation of 57,851 acres, or 13°5 
per cent. These figures give 3°71 acres to each individual of the population—at the 
end of 1856 the rate per head was 2°38 acres. ‘Tillage increases at a greater rate than 
the alienation of the Crown Lands, twenty per cent. of the land sold being under 
cultivation, against nineteen per cent. in 1861, and thirteen per cent. in 1856-7. 


Much additional land has been brought into cultivation in Counties Adelaide, 
Gawler, Light, Stanley, Eyre and Hindmarsh; in fact the breadth of land brought 
under the plough is increasing rapidly in every direction. The extension of agricultural 
operations in the Counties of Robe, Grey, and MacDonnell is again considerable, the- 
number of stock in those districts being added to notwithstanding. 


Of the total land cultivated, 310,636 acres or sixty-four per cent. was under wheat, 
against 273,672 acres or sixty-five per cent. in the previous season. The yield amounted 
to only 3,410,756 bushels, against 8,576,593 bushels in the previous season. A 
deficiency, therefore, exists of two bushels five pounds per acre, or over four hundred 
thousand bushels had the yield been equal to the average of the year previous, although 
36,964 acres additional were sown with wheat. 


By reference to Table VI., showing the yield of wheat in each district during the last 
two seasons, it will be observed that the average of the Province was 10 bushels 59]bs., 
against 13 bushels 4tbs. in the previous year. The produce of each district is also shown, 
the most remarkable disparity being in the case of County Grey, where the difference was 
over nine bushels an acre ; in Counties Hindmarsh and Sturt, the average yield was about 
four bushels an acre less. In Counties Light and Stanley, the produce of the two seasons 
was about the same; but for the effects of the storm, hereafter alluded to, the average of those 
districts would have been higher than has been known for some years. Considerable 
importance attaching to a correct estimate being formed of the yield of the late wheat 
harvest in different districts, each Collector was requested to furnish me with a short 
report affording any authentic information he might have gathered during his visits 
respecting the causes which had produced the known deficiency in the quantity of 
the grain reaped. In these reports the unproductiveness of the past season, which 
promised in its early part to be so favorable, is variously attributed. Upon the plains, 
the quantity of rain which fell at seed-time and the genial weather up to commence- 
ment of harvest had the effect of producing heavy crops, with every prospect of an 
abundant yield of grain, until the gales and heavy rain of 15th to 19th December 
occurred, which shook out much of the grain, then fully ripe, and laid the straw in 
such a manner as to cause further loss, the reaping machine leaving the corn thickly 
strewn upon the ground. Several authentic instances are noted where a portion 
of the same section, reaped prior to the storm, yielded three to six bushels per acre 
more than could be secured from the remainder of the same crop. The hot winds, of 
which there had been but few up to the date of the storm, commenced shortly after, 
and caused additional shedding before the grain could be taken off the land. 

As regards the hilly districts, the cause of the diminished yield is more variously 
stated; but I gather from the reports from those districts that the heavy rains in the. 
early part of the season, so beneficial to the plains, were productive of much injury to the 
seed sown, as well as of delay in further sowing. In the Mount Barker District rain fell 
on every day during the month of June. The continuance of rain and the coldness of the 
weather up to a late period in the season, the appearance of a species of caterpillar, and 
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‘the prevalence of the black rust or blight, conjoined with the effects of the gales of 
December, all tended to diminish the yield of the wheat crop in the hills. Although the 
very small average yield per acre of the past season is almost entirely attributable to an 
exceptional circumstance, as above shown, still, the fact that the South Australian wheat 
crop, although unequalled as regards quality of the grain, has only produced. during 
the past five seasons an average of 11} bushels per acre demands explanation. 


From careful inquiries, I am led to believe that the main cause of the low average of 
its aggregate yield is, that much land is sown with wheat which is not of the description 
best adapted for the successful cultivation in ordinary seasons of that cereal—a state 
of things doubtlessly owing to numerous small freeholders and tenant farmers being 
compelled, whatever the situation or the nature of the soil, to cultivate the crop raised 
with the least labor, and capable of being gathered by machine. A perusal of the 
occupiers’ Schedules leads to this belief as the only explanation of frequently recurring 
instances where on two farms in a district, cultivated in the same manner, the crop 
gathered by the same kind of machine, and subject to the same climatic influences, a 
difference of from five to ten bushels an acre is observable in the yield. It cannot be 
said that the land in the one case is exhausted by successive cropping, for similar 
results appear in districts only brought under the plough during the past three or four 
years. The eyil effects of continuous cropping are, however, but too apparent in the 
diminished productiveness even of the best soils in the longest settled districts. Fallowing 
the land is reported to be very much in favor as an efficient remedy, and as the Returns 
show, has greatly increased in practice, 85,112 acres being in fallow, against 67,696 
acres in 1861. The folding of sheep on farms has also become more general, and its 
advantages are felt in the increased productiveness of the land fertilized by this process, 
and in the addition to the ordinary profits of the homestead. 


More than two-thirds of the crop was reaped by machine, being about the same 
proportion as in the previous year; but considerable difficulty was experienced in using 
the machine in crops laid by the storm, in some cases it being abandoned and hand 
labor had recourse to. Had the supply of labor been sufficiently plentiful to enable the 
farmers generally to have resorted thereto in the emergency, at remunerative rates, a con- 
siderable portion of the grain lost might have been saved. In the Port Gawler district 
about five hundred acres received so much damage as not to be worth reaping, and was 
used for fodder. 

Proceeding from the subject of the culture of wheat, which is at present almost the 
sole reliance of most South Australian farmers, forming as it does two-thirds of the whole 
cultivation, the next important erop to be noticed is that of hay, forming 13 per cent. 
of the total tillage. 62,874 acres, principally wheaten or oaten hay, were grown, against 
55,818 acres in the previous season, an addition of one-tenth, the produce amounting to 
78,886 tons and 71,241 tons in the respective years. The average yield of the hay crop 
was the same in both seasons, or twenty-five hundredweight to the acre. 

About one-tenth more land was planted with potatoes than in the previous year, 
2,612 acres producing 7,726 tons in 1861-2 against 2,348 acres yielding 7,112 tons, the 
average produce being 59cwt., or a hundredweight and a-half less than in the year 
before. The above supply was insufficient for our consumption, 2,450 tons, or nearly one- 
third more, having been imported at a cost of £13,419 for an article that could have been 
produced at home of equal quality to the imported. 

All the remaining crops form together only four per cent. of the land cultivated, and, 
with the exception of vineyards, show in each case a diminution in the area planted. To 
some extent this may be accounted for by the greater exactness as regards small plots of 
land, which was obtainable last year by taking the returns simultaneously with the Census ; 
nevertheless, there is reason to believe that minor crops were less generally cultivated 
than in the previous season. 

The average under barley was 10,637 against 11,336 acres in 1861, and the crop 
appears to have suffered equally with other cereals, the produce being only 168,137 
bushels against 189,163 in the previous year. If barley suitable for the malster can be 
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grown here, it.appears strange that £16,541 should have been sent out of the Colony last 
year for 6,625 quarters of malt, an article that can be produced here with ordinary care. 


'|he crop of oats yielded 33,160 bushels off 1,638 acres, against 52,989 bushels off 
2,278 acres in the previous season, which was, however, much more favorable for the safe 
gathering of this cereal. 

For green forage the following descriptions were sown during the past season—1,()55 
acres cereals chiefly barley, 1U acres of maize, 43 acres of sorghum, 1,279 acres of lucerne, 
and 838 acres laid down under permanent artificial grasses, chiefly rye, and 434 acres of 
“ other crops.” 

' Orchards and gardens are returned as of an area of 5,563 acres, a decrease of 494 
acres on the last returns, which from the cause previously stated were probably more 
exact. The acreage in gardens under vine-culture is as far as practicable distinguished 
from other garden land, and entered under the head of vines. The profitable disposal of 
orchard and garden produce is one of such general interest, that it may not be out of 
place to remark, that £25,000 was last year sent out of the Colony for dried and other 
fruits only, irrespective of any amount for jam, preserves, or bottled fruits, the Colonial 
manufacture of which articles has already attained both magnitude and success. 


Vine culture has attained such considerable importance in South Australia as to 
demand particular attention to the statistical facts elicited as to its position at the present 
time. The rapid strides which this source of wealth has made of late years, require that 
these statistics should be obtained as correctly as possible, and that in future the area 
planted as vineyards, and solely cultivated for wine-making, should be distinguished from 
the total area under vines. 


To ascertain the average produce of wine per acre of vineyard, more minute inquiries 
must be made than are now instituted; but, until this important branch of industry becomes 
more distinctive in its operations, the bare facts connected with the acreage and number 
of vines planted, and the quantity of wine made must suffice—the figures relating to which 
may, however, be considered as reliable as can be obtained. 


The acreage under vines in March, 1862, is returned as 3,918 against 3,180 acres in 
the previous year ; an augmentation of 738 acres, or nearly one-fourth in a single twelve- 
month. The number of vines in bearing was 2,361,574, and 2,386,141 not im bearmg— 
the figures for the previous season being 1,874,751 and 1,948,510. Since 1856 the area 
of the vineyards has increased more than five-fold; and as during the last three seasons 
the number of vines planted has nearly doubled, those in bearing can form but a moiety, 
being the proportion shown above. 


The wine returned as made, is that produced in the season 1860-1, amounting to 
312,021 gallons, an increase of no less than 129,934 gallons, or 70 per cent. on the 
quantity made in the previous year, viz. : 182,087 gallons, and more than three times the 
quantity produced four seasons ago. 


The weight of grapes sold or otherwise disposed of by the grower than in the manu- 
facture of wine, was 23,229 cwt., against 23,398 ewt. in 1860-1; but it is probable that 
a large proportion of the grapes so returned eventually reach the winemaker, the 
purchase of small proprietors’ crops by neighboring vine-growers possessed of better 
appliances for the manufacture of wine, being now carried on to some extent, to the 
manifest improvement in the quality of this article of Colonial produce. 


As indicating the rapid increase in the number of South Australian wine-makers, it 
may be stated that 129 wine-presses were returned as in use, against 75 in the previous 
year, and 61 in 1860; and it is probable that these numbers are understated. Twenty- 
seven licences for stills for distilling spirit from the juice of the grape were issued up to 
the close of the year. 

The subject of irrigation has excited considerable attention amongst vignerons and 
gardeners; and those who have erected machines for raising water for this purpose bear 
testimony to the value of the outlay in the inereased fertility of the soil. Altogether 
there are fifty-five machines for raising water returned as for irrigation purposes, of 
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which, twenty-nine are driven by wind, thirteen by horse-power, and three by steam ; 
of ten, the motive power is undescribed. In addition to the above, there are returned 
twenty-three horse-power and two steam pumps, and five other machines undescribed, 
for raising water for live stock on runs—probably many less than are actually in use, 
as it is difficult to collect this information. Several sheepfarmers are reported to have 
erected dams and reservoirs for the collection of rainwater upon their runs, with complete 
success, rendering themselves “ quite independent of wells, springs, or rivers,” and whose 
example many settlers are reported as following. 


The live stock returns show an addition to the number of all kinds of stock except 
horned cattle. There is an increase of 3,198 horses, making a total of 52,597, of which 
47,434 are returned in the Counties, and 5,163 in the Pastoral Districts. The shipment 
of South Australian horses to India and other Ports during the past three years has 
attained some importance—about five hundred being the average number exported in 
each year. 


The decrease in the number of horned cattle is 12,831, a large falling off appearing 
in the number depasturing in Counties ; of which, however, there is difficulty in arriving 
at a correct enumeration. The total number in the Colony is stated to be 265,484 head. 


Sheep and lambs together number 3,038,356 against 2,824,811 in the previous year, 
showing an increase of 213,545, or but eight per cent. in the year. The increase occurs 
chiefly in the more distant Counties and in the outer pastoral districts. 


The number of pigs has increased by 9,589, there now being 69,286 in the Colony ; 
notwithstanding, the imports of bacon, hams, &c., amounted during the past year to over 
seven thousand pounds value. 


Poultry of all kinds number 327,709 against 315,728 returned in the previous year. 
It may not generally be known, that, during the past four years, the export of eggs alone 
has brought into the Colony no less a sum than twenty-one thousand pounds. 

In the foregomg remarks I have endeavored briefly to touch upon the more 
prominent facts brought to light during the compilation of the annexed tables, and I 
trust that the value of the statistical information therein contained may be enhanced by 
these notes, illustrative of the operations of the numerous section of the community 
engaged in the development of the agricultural and pastoral resources of this Province.
